make humble Applications to Het Majeſty Queen 
ANNE ; and once in the Year 1718 to his late Ma- 
jeſty, Our Royal Father, for their Royal Letters for 
a publick Collection of Charity ; which were moſt 
graciouſly granted, and the Society thereby enabled 
to proceed in the Proſecution: of thoſe good Purpa- 
fes, for which they were incorporated. 


Tuar fince the Year 1718, the Society hoving 
not had the Benefit of any Supply by a publick Col- 
lection, and having at the preſſing Sollicitation of 
the Colonies (with which they were defirous to com-
